4. Claims 1 -6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Kato et al 
(4,567,602). 

Consider claims 1-6 as claimed. Kato discloses a modulating method comprising : 
obtaining information to be modulated; determining a desired waveform to use in the modulating 
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the information and modulating the information. The modulating occurs one full symbol; the 
modulating comprises cross correlating and separating the information into two separate stream 
of information as claimed in claims 2-5.(see fig.2)
